THE BRIDGE: MY UWN STORY,” by Ernest Poole 
(Macmillan: $3.50). 
p itN E S X POOLE is a liberal, and now his position 
^ 
seems 'n be, once again, almost popular after a 
short period when liberals were supposed to be hum an 
jellyfish unfit to associate with the higher order, to 
wit, comimuiists. 
The difference between Mr. Poole 
and mast communists and m osr liberals is th a t he 
always has been what he is today. More, he always 
has done what he could for the cause of the oppressed 
He was born in the curly eighties to a "good” C hi­ 
cago family. 
His father was in the grain pit, his 
people lived in the good section of what now is North 
Michigan avenue, and the family had good connec­ 
tions. nationally as well as locally. Life was easy and 
charm ing ior him as a boy, but perhaps It was more 
im portant th a t within their lights, both ills father 
ana his m other sympathized with their sons broad 
tendencies and even when they failed to understand 
them, still left him free to do what he felt best.

The principal 
person in making arrangem ents for this lecture was my friend, Thomas 
Yardley. The admission fee was placed at 25 cents and the audience 
assembled in my own church numbered over 400. 
I was to receive the 
benefit and he paid me the handsome fee of $100.00. 
The lecture was 
entitled the "Cause and Cure of the Rebellion.” My contention was th at 
the existence, the increase and the arrogance of hum an slavery was the 
cause of the war. T hat heaven, justice, hum anity and christianity de­ 
m anded its expiration. 
W ith th a t accomplished, the rebellion would 
collapse and peace be secured. 
This position was not endorsed by the 
Republican party or the adm inistration at this date. 
It has always been 
a m atter of satisfaction to me th at these views were expressed just one 
year before the Proclam ation of Emancipation was issued. The stern 
logic of war dem onstrated my theory to be correct. The m anuscript of 
this lecture I have preserved and I leave it as a legacy to my posterity. 
They will recognize In it th a t I took some small part in the effort of the 
nation to rid itself from the curse of hum an bondage. 
It is about as 
good a specimen of my composition as I could produce a t the time, arid 
will attest my loyalty to freedom and the Union in th a t "day th a t tried 
m ens’ souls.” 
I afterward repeated the lecture In the court house at 
Bellefonte. 
Artillery Duel 
Iii the latter part of my second year at Lock Haven, I went back to 
visit the people of Hancock circuit. 
Here for the first tim e I saw the 
ravages of war. Soon after the commencement of hostilities a Southern 
force under the command of Stonewall Jackson came to the hllLs opposite 
Hancock and bombarded the town, which was defended by General 
Laudor. It was simply an artillery due) at long range. But m any cannon 
balls were fired into the town. 
One of these passed directly over the 
house In which we had lived and entered a frame building on the other 
side of the street. I looked with strange interest at the round hole it 
made in the weather boarding. 
I went to the other side of the river 
and found the house of Mr. Swan occupied as a garrison for Union troops, 
and th a t of his brother-in-law . Johnston Aurick. by a squacf of cavalry, 
the horses stabled in the basem ent of the large brick mansion. Then I 
thought of the conversation I heard on the day of the presidential elec­ 
tion, between Mr. Swan and "Porte Crayon" (General Stautler) and could 
imagine the surprise and disappointm ent that came to my friend who was 
so confident of a Southern Confederacy. 
On my return I came back by way of McConnellsburg. The people 
in th a t region were already fam iliar with the machinery of arm ed men 
and the sound of cannon. They appeared to be living In a state of con­ 
sta n t uncertainty about what m ight happen to them. This was but a 
week before the battle of Antietam 
About two months before our armies were badly defeated near R ich­ 
mond and McClellen was compelled to withdraw his forces to W ashington 
The counter Invasion of M aryland then took place. 
I spent a very sad 
week while the battles on the Peninsula were being, fought. 
Every day 
brought intelligence of disaster. 
Mr. Yardley and myself went one day 
to fish in the Bald Eagle in order to avoid the general gloom and condole 
with each other on the state of affairs. On our return we learned that 
the worst had happened, and our army was in full retreat. 
It was one 
of the most unhappy days of my life. Some of the brave boys who had 
fallen were from our town and the wails of sorrow was heard in the homes 
they had left. To all this was added the painful conviction th at our 
defeat wus the result of the incompetency of tile commanding general. 
These misfortunes had the effect of arousing the latent patriotism iii 
m any people, who had heretofore shown but cold sym pathy with the 
government. 
Many who had opposed coercion now became ardent advo­ 
cates of the war. The work of recruiting went on to supply the depleted 
ranks and almost every one seemed to be in favor of vindicating Hie 
honor of the Hag. My m inistry a t Lock Haven was largely patriotic as 
well as religious, and though I was disliked by the "copperhead” element 
In the church and outside tile great majority of the people approved my 
course. 
Finds Spirit uf liusiility 
From Lack Haven we went to Curwinsville in the spring of 1863 
Here I encountered the most m alignant and unpatriotic spirit that I 
witnessed during the war 
The democratic m ajority in the county of 
Clearfield was at th at time over loot) and disloyalty to the government 
was expressed without hesitation. 
I could hardly realize th a t in the 
centre of Pennsylvania, far away from tile south, a spirit of such hostility 
could exist toward tilt* government. Several lodges of "K nights of the 
Golden Circle" a disloyal secret organization existed in the country 
At 
times the name of Jefferson Davis was publicly cheered and no conceal­ 
m ent of sympathy with the Southern Confederacy was made 
So general 
was the disaffection that it was necessary to order two companies of the 
invalid corps into the county to enforce the draft. They were stationed 
just below Curwinsville iii a large farm house on the banks of tile river.

Three Ministers and 6 
Others Victims of 
Crash 


Sydney, Australia, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—Lieut Gen. Sir Cyril B. B. White, 
chief of the Australian army staff, 
and three commonwealth cabinet 
m inisters, died with six other per­ 
sons today in the flaming crash of 
an airliner near Canberra airport. 
The m inisters, en route from Mel­ 
bourne to Canberra to attend a 
cabinet meeting, were: 
Brigadier Geoffrey A. Street, de­ 
fense. 
J. V. Fairbairn, air. 
Sir Henry Gullett, vice president 
of the executive council. 
O ther victims were Sir Cyril’s 
chief aide. Col. Thornthw ait; S treet’s 
secretary, and the four members of 
the crew. 
G overnm ent officials immediately 
postponed the cabinet meeting and 
a scheduled session of the common­ 
wealth loan council. 
Plane Catches Fire 
The plane was a Lockheed Hudson 
bomber. 
The pilot, forced to land, 
m ade w hat at first appeared to 
be a successful pancake landing on 
the side of a hill, but the plane 
burst into flames almost immedi­ 
ately and the occupants, believed 
to have been alive when the plane 
hit 
the ground, were unable to 
escape. 
Prem ier Robert G. Menzies said 
the disaster was "a shocking piece 
of news and a great national ca­ 
lamity. the consequences of which 
are not yet fully realized.” 
"Every m an concerned,” he add­ 
ed, "was doing war service of the 
first im portance.” 
Menzies added th at other m in­ 
isters would be sworn in tem porar­ 
ily to take the places of the victims.
